The New Synagogue is foreshadowed by the recommendations which the 
Synagogue = _ Executive Committee are bringing up to the Council at its next 
Demolition. meeting. Briefly, what these proposals amount to is that the 
synagogue be closed, and the site sold. As our readers are 
aware, this consummation would have been reached many months ago had not 
fortuitous assistance from the late LORD SWAYTHLING reached the synagogue at 
the psychological moment. That assistance is now no longer rendered—indeed. 
was no longer desired—and the synagogue being in deficit is recommended to be 
closed down. We have frequently expressed the Opinion that this course was 
the only wise and reasonable one; and we hope that representatives of the New 


Synagogue at the Council will bring themselves to the same view, recognising 
that what is proposed to be done is in the interests of the community 
as « Whole. The necessities of all London Jewry ought to receive 
greater consideration than the sentiment intertwined with a particular 
building, however honourable such sentiment may be. It will be observed 
that the present proposals stop short at the demolition of the building, 
the sale of the site, and the arrangements consequential thereto. All 
the previous suggestions for the utilisation of the proceeds of the sale are. 
for the moment, dropped. Whether it is proposed to revive them at some future 
time, or whether it is intended to bring forward some substitute proposals, we co 
not know. But we presume that the dropping, for the present, of the original 
scheme mav be taken as an indication that the question of the employment of th 
money is again thrown open for discussion de nore. We trust that this 1s a 
correct inference, for the ideas which were sanctioned at the end of 1909 were 
hardly beyond criticism, and future deliberation may easily evolve a mor 


generally acceptable scheme.

In the course of the very interesting mterview with Prof. 
‘* Dr. Moses."’ KARL PEARSON, published elsewhere in the current issue, 

one observation made by him strikes us as of peculiar value 
“The Jewish dietary and sanitary laws,” declares the Professor, ** have in the past 
had a great etlectand been of undoubted value.” It is true that this testimony to 
the importance of our laws of eating and drinking and living is but an addition to 
an almost universal consensus of opinion in the same direction. But the work 
upon Which Prof. PEARSON is engaged, and about which he speaks with great 
authority, lends much weight to his views. The importance of the Mosaic laws 
to health and their scientilic correctness are often obliterated by their being pore 
sented as only the demands of religion. ‘lo be sure, they serve the highest claims 
of true religion if they tend to ensure good health and long life; for a healthy body 
is, beyond doubt, the most certain guarantee of a healthy mind, which, in its 
turn, 8 essential for the due appreciation of. and conformity to. all that is be at 
in the best of creeds. The commendation of our dietary laws, however, on the 
score of obecience to religious doctrine, renders their observance a matter of 
conscience. Many who neglect them because of religious laxitv, would regard 
them very differently if they knew that science urged them as, to use Prof. 
PEARSON'S expression, of undoubted value.” 


How frequently do people justify their abstention from this or that food 
or drink, or their preference for this or that dietary, by explaining that they are 
obeying “the doctor's orders.” Here, however, comes a modern scientiSt like 
Prof. PEARSON to tell us that “ Dr. Moses” was the greatest specialist of them 
all, and that his dietary and sanitary prescriptions have had “ a great effect ” 
whenadopted! In the eyes of modern science the dietary laws of Moses and his 
sanitary code are no antiquated stuff, out of date and inapplicable to modern 
conditions. “ Moses was a long way in advance of his time,” says Prof. PEAR- 
SON. Perhaps a better way of putting it would have been, that the dicta of 
Moses were good for all time. When Jews come to understand that health, 
stamina and life—the greatest assets vouchsafed to mankind—are to be promoted, 
if not secured, by adberence to Jewish sanitary and dietary prescriptions, they 
will find means for combating all the drawbacks and difficulties with which 
the conditions of life to-day so readily provide them as excuses for the non-. 
observance of the Mosaic laws as religious precepts.

In memory of the 
Baroness, he built and endowed the Bettina lrauenspital, while another mstitution 
devoted to the healing art in Vienna owes its existence to his munificence. In 1909 
he 100,000 kronen for the maintenance of students, in memory. of his Son. 
Baron Oskar, and a like sum for the creation of a Trust to bear the deceased's name. 
Needless to say, in all works of charity and beneticence in Vienna. not alone those 
for the benefit of the Jews, the late Baron was a contributor, and in manv he was 
P| personal worker. With open-handed Cenerosity he nided all works Intended for 
the amelioration of destitution and misery, his constant care being to help those 
whom his charity reached SO AS LO become independent ot charity. Cini last 
vear he gave 20,000 kronen for the relief of the sufferers from the floods in 
Hungary, and 10,000 kronen for the relief of sufferers from inundations in the 
Tyrol. It is computed that during his life the late Baron contributed in charity 
more than £1,580,000, | 

An Astronomer. 

Baron Albert was specially drawn to the aiding of explorers, inventors, 
scientists and artists. In 1898 he gave the munificent sum of 100.000 guiden for 
the benefit of Art students in Vienna. His own favourite study was astronomy. 
and in pursuance of this he set up an observatory provided with the latest and 
costliest instruments. It-is said that when Dr. Cook, the Arctie explorer, claimed 
to have reached the Pole, Baron Albert was the first to discover that Cook’s caleu 
lations concerning the altitude of the sun were false. His favourite hobby was 
photography, and his studio, containing as it did all the newest technica! appliances, 
was utilised by experts throughout the dual Empire. Heewas himself no mean 
artist with the brush, and has left more than one painting of much artistic merit. 
The Baron's favourite diversion was chess. He was a good plaver, for many 
years he was President of the Austrian Chess Club, and was a generous supporter 
of the game of kings. Special prizes were constantly given Fy him for important 
chess tournaments, and it is said that it was by his instrumentality that the late 
Baron Kolisch was lifted from being a poor professional chess plaver into becoming 
a millionaire. 


_ As a patron of the fine arts Baron Albert de Rothschild was princely. His 
residence, the Julius Palace, was an absolute treasure-house, being particularls 
rich in specimens of the work of Franz Hals, Vandvek and Tiepolo, | 
u foremost sportsman, possessing preserves at Ochillersdorf, Silesia, and at 
Langau, Lower Austria. It was at the latter place that he last vear entertained 
the Archduke Franz Ferdinand, the heir presumptive. 3

The Proposed Jewish Medical Dispensary.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sik,—A scheme has recently been launched here, and reported in your 
provincial columns, for the purpose of creating a Jewish free medical dispensary in 
view, presumably, of the difficulty and inconvenience 
their insufficient acquaintance with the English language) by some of the foreign 
element in our community when compelled to seek advice at the city dispensaries 
Without meaning to detract from the sincerity of the intentions of those concerned 
in promoting the projeet or to minimise the intrinsic value of such a scheme when 
instituted on a broad scale, might I, as one with some knowledge of the cits 
dispensaries, and whilst the project is stil! se posse 
ness of taking such a step in our community ? 

There must naturally have been some 
promoters, but I am inclined to beleve that that stimulus is, it has 
only an imaginary and apparent existence. It may be stated at once that th 
question of combatting the deleterious influence of the me lical mission hall. which 
may certainly liave to be reckoned with in some provincial towns, can in Glasgow 
be but an insignificant, if not altogether negligible, unpetus in provoking the 
establishment of such an institution, as the medical mission hal! is a perfectly 
harmless agency not inimical to our communal integrity here. 

The only possible impetus, therefore, is the one already mentioned, viz.. the 
supposed disadvantage of the foreign Jew in getting adequate benetit at the city 
dispensaries by reason of his inabilitv to converse in English. This difficulty. 
however, 1s more apparent than real, and is invariably overcome with very little 
trouble. Lf the Jewish patient feels conscious that he cannot make himself under 
stood by the doctor at the dispensary, he need simply bring an interpreter along with 
him, and surely there is bound to be one in the patient's family capable of acting 
as such. It is, of course, quite easy for the outsider to exaggerate this apparent 
difficulty, but the Jewish medical student who has had occasion to assist in the 
examination of such patients will assuredly dismiss it as a trifling nnpediment,* in 
most cases at least, for the purposes of accurate diagnosis. ‘To convey an idea of 
one’s ailment to the Gentile doctor requires a minimum of talking, and when the 
supposed difficulty approaches the real, gestures alone may suffice. I have seen 
such cases. There could, however, be no tangible objection to establishing a 
Jewish Free Medical Dispensary on a standard compatible with the city institu 
tions, but as this is absolutely out of the question our poor will be 
induced to exchange the excellent medical advice afforded them at these institutions 
for advice necessarily of an inferior quality, and that would be prejudicial to their 
own interests. 

Where the medical advice at the city dispensaries is so excellent and. the 
suggested difficulty of the Jewish patient so trivial, coupled with the fact that 
there is an official doctor paid by the Jewish Board of Guardians to do free medical 
work, the creation of a Jewish dispensary is not only unealled for but would mean 
an unnecessary waste of money which might be infinitely better applied towards 
establishing kosher kitchens at the various hospitals—a vital and urgent necessity 
in a community like ours.

THE ALIENS ACT. 


FURTHER LEGISLATION CONTEMPLATED. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS.—THURSDAY (FEBRUARY 9TH.) 


Mr. LONSDALE (U.) asked the Home Secretary whether he intended this 
Session to propose any amendments of the Aliens Act, 1905. 

Mr. H. LAWSON (U.) asked the Home Secretary whether he proposed to 
make any change in the existing regulations applying to the immigration of persons 
into this country under the Aliens Act, 1905 ; and whether he intended to intro- 
duce any Bill dealing with the registration of aliens resident in this country. 

- CHURCHILL : I may say that the Government has in contemplation 
egislation upon the subject of alien immigration, which will be brought to 


Mr. Churchill nodded his head in assent. 

Mr. LAWSON: Does the Government intend to insert any provision dealing 
with the registration of aliens resident in this country ? 

Mr. CHURCHILL: No, I do not contemplate any provision of that kind. 
(Ministerial cheers.) 


By a majority of nearly two to one, the Stepney Board of Guardians have con- 
curred in the resolution passed by the Stepney Borough Council, urging the 
Government, in view of the recent Houndsditch and Sidney Street affairs, to 
enforce more stringently the provisions of the Aliens Act. A member of the 
Board, who has lived for more than thirty years in the borough, stated that in six 
years no fewer than 12) streets went into the occupation of foreigners, 


Last Monday, Mr. Joseph Smith, the Stipendiary Magistrate at Grimsby, who 
is also Chairman of the Immigration Board, in sentencing a Polish Jew for theft 
to three months’ hard labour and recommending him for deportation, said that 
men like the prisoner, who were Russian Poles or Jews, were a class with whom 


immigration boards were asked to deal leniently and sympathetically, by reason | 


of their having been persecuted in their own country. Prisoner was an instance 
of how easily the Aliens Act might be evaded. He came over in a non-emigrant 
ship, which meant a ship carrying less than twenty steerage passengers, and 
therefore exempt from the Aliens Act. Strictly speaking, the Aliens Act ought 
to be designated “ Twenty or More Aliens Act.”

THE PROPOSED RABBINICAL CONFERENCE.

We understand that the Rabbinical Conference will be held in Leeds on the 
7th, 8th and 9th of March next.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE ‘“‘ JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 


“Our mission is peace.” These were the words with which we began and 
finished the interview you were kind enough to print in your valuable columns on 
January 27th, and since the Rev. I. Raffalovich, in your last issue, does not doubt 
our good intentions I, as one of the interviewed, do not deem it right to reply to the 
attack made upon us by that gentleman. Let it suffice to inform him and others 
who desire to know, that a conference of *‘ Orthodox Rabbis ” will shortly take place. 
when the very questions Mr. Raffalovich raises will be discussed. “* Wait and see ” 
was the advice given even from the pedestal of the Prime Minister. 

There is one point, however, I would like to make clear to Mr. Raffalovich. 
that in answer to your query, “ Why have a separate conference?” I replied ina 
way, adopting the Talmudical expression 0 “MEO MD.7) FEO NV23?, and therefore 
stated in the shortest possible manner that it would be contrary to our principles 
to expose in public the ignorance of some of the Ministers. Indeed, what orthodox 
Rabbi could possibly join a conference, be it lay or clerical, where papers are read 
such as the one by the Rev. Harry 8. Lewis, of the Manchester Reform Synagogue, 
trving to prove that the Sabbath was a Babylonian institution and that the Jewish 
captives copied it. 

With reference to adopting Hebrew as the living language, TI think that anvone 
who read the interview conld easily grasp the fact that I admired it as a medium 
for a higher knowledge of our Torah and the Talmud, since the main point was 
VV INAAT ANN 2? WA? ; this principle I foster in the local Talmud Torah.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sirk,—The more I read the Rev. I. Raffalovich’s epigrammatical letter in your 
last week's issue, the more am | astonished at his irrational irritation and indigna- 
tion with the Orthodox Rabbis for their adventurous andertaking (according to his 
opinion) to ¢ ull a se parate conference without submitting themselves to the 
Ministers’ Conference and entering under their flag, to crave their protection and 
aid in all their designs and schemes for the purpose of strengthening Judaism in 
this country. What surprises me more still is his endeavour to minimise the 
numerous and various services they perform for their communities in pointing out 
that their work is limited to the answering of rtual questions and expounding 
the Talmud toa very few. He intentionally ignores the true fact, that the Rabbis 
occupy the pulpit to a greater extent than the ordinary Ministers, and preach 
very often on various and timely occasions, and that there are among them 
eloquent speakers, who are able to inspire even great audiences and make a great 
unpression upon their hearers. Are there not among them many who render, 
unostentatiously, practical services to the local charitable institutions and likewise 
do their utmost for the benefit and welfare of the spiritual institutions ? 

Hle asks the Rabbis: Whatare they doing for the second generation? Well, 
the same question I will ask him: What are the Ministers doing for the second 
generation? Does Mr. Raffalovich really think that delivering brief sermons every 
Sabbath is adequate for the young generation? If he believes so he is greatly mis- 
taken. We dare not connive at the most lamentable fact that many of the young 
generation are drifting gradually away from the path of Judaism for which our 
ancestors sacrificed themselves, and look indifferently upon everything that was 
regarded by them as most holy and sacred. Many of them are toa certain extent 
estranged from their nation and try to alter their natural complexion so that they 
may not be recognised as sons of Israel. Lectures and sermons, however eloquent, 
are entirely futile, as they will not pay the slightest attention to them. 

We need not go far to look for evidence to confirm my statement. Visiting a 
synagogue on the Sdbbath, one will at once notice the absence of the young genera- 
tion and the poor attendance even of the elderly people. The young are surrounded 
with such tempting conditions that, unless they have received a thorough Hebrew 
knowledge, it is almost impossible for them to withstandthem. Suchan education 
would imbue them with a genuine love and devotion for their nation and Torah, 
and frustrate the powerful and magnetic influences which entice them from the 
path of Judaism. Proper Hebrew knowledge, including Talmud, is the only shield 
for the young generation to enable them to repel the arrows of their enemies and 
to withstand the enticing offers of their so-called friends in exchange for the 
abandonment of their ancient traditions. 

Have the Ministers ever tried to impart to the rising generation sufficient 
Hebrew knowledge? I say most emphatically, no! They have always been con- 
tent with merely delivering sermons full of beautiful and sounding phrases. The 
Rabbis hope that they will succeed in nurturing them with the pleasant fruit of 
our ancient literature, whereby they will become firmly attached to the House of 
Israel of old and to all traditions appertaining to it. It is true, as Mr. 
Raffalovich remarks, that the majority of the Rabbis cannot speak English. But 
despite this, they can speak to the young generation in Yiddish, as there are many 
who understand it perfectly well. There are already in existence several Talmud 
Torah Schools in London, Manchester, Sunderland, in which a number of pupils 
are even taught Talmud in Yiddish, and understand everything they learn without 
difficulty. It is undeniable that it is not necessary to teach Hebrew to the 
children through the medium of English only. 

I now come to the main point at issue. I cannot conceive why Mr. 
Raffalovich doubts the peaceful consequences of the Rabbinical Conference. The 
Rabbis do not wish and have not the slightest desire to raise MPTMD, Their only 
aim is to create a Conference through which they rightly think and hope that they 
will reach their goal—to strengthen Judaism in this country and to revive Hebrew 
literature. By forming a special Rabbinical Conference, there will be more room 
for the existence of peace between the Rabbis and the Ministers. Let everyone, 
whether * Rabbi” or “ Reverend,” work earnestly and sincerely for the sake of 
Judaism, and not seek opportunities to criticise each other acrimoniously, and 
attempt to belittle the work of one another and claim superiority.

_ This work—absolutely unique, as we pointed out at the time, among the 
‘ifferent denominations—was performed with considerable thoroughness, and must 
have greatly helped the official enumerators, so far as it went. But the number 
of volunteers was not sufficient to cover the whole ground. Thus, to take the East 
End of London, the area dealt with—some three-quarters of a square mile, with a 
population of at least 50,000 Jews—was contained within Quaker Street and Buxton 
Street on the North; Baker’s Row, Bedford Street, and Watney Street on the 
East; Cable Street and Chamber Street on the South; and Mansell Street, 
Middlesex Street, and Bishopsgate Street (as far as Commercial Road) on the West. 
But there were Jewish settlements outside these bounds which could only, therefore, 
have received scant attention. It was computed that 150 helpers were necessary to 
deal effectively éveri with the three-quarters of a square mile, and that, too, on the 
“ssumption that each one of them gave four hours to the work. Some hundred or 
80 volunteered their services.

The members of the Ladies’ Conjoint Visiting Committee were to the fore, Mrs 
Adler and Miss Adler going into each tenement in Tenter Buildings and New Street, 
Gravel Lane, The Chief Rabbi himself selected Booth Street Buildings, a block 
te nanted by some of the poorest of the immigrants, as his share of the work, and 
with the assistance of his brother (Mr. Elkan Adler), filled up the schedules of 
each of the sixty tenants and their families. A careful list had been prepared of 
the streets and courts inhabited by foreign Jews, ana visitors acquainted with 
their language were told off to each. In the end, the whole of the foreign area 
was fully covered. A minister acquainted with German or Yiddish accompanied 
every enumerator on his round, and the dozen clergymen thus engaged were said to 
have found the occupation “no sinecure.” 

Judging from a communication sent out by the Committee of Ministers 
recentiy, there does not appear to be Any intention to organise a house to house 
visitation at the coming census; but merely to Appoint a number of centres where 
assistance will be obtainable if this view be correct the arrangements contem- 
plated would be a matter for some regret.

Clothing Association, per Miss Ella Mocatta, were distributed During the year, 
legacies of £25 each have been received from the executors of the late Simon Seruva and 
the late Simon Ramus respectively As a result of the close investigation which is now 


regular:y instituted in all cases, a reduction or discontinuance of certain weekly allow 

ances has been made. It is hoped in the near future to achieve the aim which the Board 
has in view. viz.: effective assistance and relief of all cases coming before it, and in 
particular those cases where the breadwinner is incapacitated either through ill-health or 
other reasons, from*even partially maintaining his wife and many young children. 
Two recipients have expressed their desire of relinquishing the weekly allow 

ances granted them by the Board for some considerable time past. The report places 
on record gratitude to the Hon. Solicitor and to the Jewish Boards of Guardians of Bir 

mingham, Liverpool and Manchester. In conclusion, the report mentions that ** the 
Board is making every effort to reduce the amount of the annual deficit, and has 
succeeded in making some progress in this direction during the past vear. Certain steps 
have been taken with the object of providing fresh sources of income, and whilst the 
result is up to expectations, the full benefit.cannot be experienced until a longer period 
has elapsed than the few months which have passed since their institution. . . . 
Whilst it is hoped that the policy now being adopted will result in some permanent 
financial improvement, an entire freedom from annual deficits cannot be looked for with 
the income of the Board at its present figure, unless resort is had to the drastic method 
of withdrawing or curtailing the relief now granted in many deserving cases. It is 
earnestly to be hoped that the Board will not be forced to adopt this course, but it must 
be pointed out that a loan of £200 from its bankers has been rendered necessary, whilst 
in addition the amounts of certain legacies mainly received during previous years which, in 
accordance with the rules of the Board, ought to have been invested, have heen swallowed 
up by current needs, and the total of these amounts, therefore, remains as it debt due to 
the Capital account and must at some future date be replaced and invested.” 

The income for the year amounts to £2,600 and the expenditure to £2,992.

vee should like Lo emphasise the fact that our enquiries have not vet proceeded 
very far and we have not yet amassed sufficient data from which any detinite con. 
clusions may be deduced. But the mformation already to hand has shown some 
curious facts.”

“An important pas, of our enquiry relates to sex differences. Dealing with 
the eyesight of the Jewish children, we believe that it will be found to be below 
the normal level and corresponding more to the German standard than to that of 
the English children. We thought at. first it might be due to the use of Hebrew 
type, but it seems as though the eyesight of the yvirls, whodo not read nearly as 
much Hebrew as the boys, is much about the same.” | 

To what, then, do you attribute it” 

“I cannot definitely say at this Larger numbers 
different final conclusions.

Have you found anything as to maturity in relation to age? 

“ This has not been investigated, but from other experience, I should say the 
Jewish children are a little more Eastern, that is, mature earlier than the Germanic 
races.”

Studying the Aliens. 


Professor Pearson went on to lay stress on the fact that the home visits con- 
stituted the greater portion of the work. “ The labour of this part of the work,” 
he said, “apart altogether from the inspection in the schools, is simply enormous. 
The lady who is helping in regard to the Jewish children has done a great deal of 
Visitipg among the poor. She speaks Yiddish and German, which are absolutely 
necessary. She has been less than a year at work, and has only succeeded in 
Visiting about 280 families, dealing with about 400 children of the 2.000 required. 
I must tell you that the enquiry does not only deal with the children themselves 
but also with their brothers and sisters, and their habits and pursuits. 
large percentage of the parents cannot speak English.” 

Your enquiry, then, will vield much useful information in regard to the alien 
Jewish population of London ? 


Yes. One of the objects of the investigation 1s to find out the conditions 
under which the aliens live and work.

We have, of course, no prejudice one way 
or another, but we want to find out exactly the contribution which this alien 
population is making to the country, especially in regard to the young generation.” 

Apparently the work is progressing rather slowly ? 

ro am sorry to say that it is going on very slowly. 
We require at least two more lady visitors who must understand Yiddish, and if 
possible German, for the home visitation werk. We have tried very hard to find 
the help, but I doubt very much whether we shall get it without financial assist- 
ance. The need is all the greater, inasmuch as the London County Ceuncil 
have withdrawn their school doctors, owing to pressure of other work, so that 
much information at present obtained by and through them will have to be 
obtained by our own assistants.” 

Professor Pearson went on to urge that the Jewish community really had 
special cause for encouraging the work. “ A report,” he said, “ will ultimately be 
issued on the mental, physical, and social conditions of the foreign Jewish popula-

tion, by people who are absolutely unbiassed. The home investigation has been 


made by Jewish \ isitors, the deductions drawn from the information obtained will 
be made by trained statisticians,” 


Good Feeding of Jewish Children. 


Have vour investigators or yourself noted any other facts of interest in regard 
to the Jewish children ? 

Our lady visitor was rather surprised at the good quality of the feeding of the 
Jewish children relatively to the wages earned by their parents. It seems that a 
larger proportion of the wages earned by the Jewish parents is probably spent on 
fi “nl than among other classes with the same wages. That is merely an ImMpressiou 
she derived ; it remains to be seen whether it will be confirmed by statistics.” 


A ‘*‘Jewish Type.”’ 

What are your views as to the existence of a Jewish racial type? 

“ There seems to be a light and a dark type of Jew. The former, I should say, 
is the result of some mixture. Speaking broadly, I should think that the Jews are 
fairly pure, racially. But I do not think: that is equally true of the upper-class 
Jew in England or America. I should think there is a good dea! of intermarriage, 
but | have no data to show the extent. The Jews are more brachycephalic than 


a good many other races, and this may be related to the evesight; weare taking 
head-measurements,’ 


Difficulties of the Work. 


Professor Pearson stated that the work was beset with difficulties, especially 
the enquiry into the vexed question of the respective influence of heredity 
and environment. “I think,” he said, “that heredity plas a far larger part than 
environment, but it is one of the objects of the investigations to find out which 
plays the larger part. We are not beginning with any dogma on the subject. 
Let me give you an illustration of the pitfalls with which this subject bristles. 
The Local Government Board report on the imtluence of 
back-to-back houses, and the made that they produced ati 
enfeebled population and a higher death-rate, especially a greater child mortality. 
But we find that the people living in back-to-back houses are initially of an 
inferior phvsique. strong people who 'can earn enough to go to a better house 
avoid the back-to-back variety. Consequently it ts the weaklings who go to these 
houses and not necessarily the back-to-back houses which produce the weaklings.”

How do you account for the survival of the Jew in the face of the many hard

‘* [ think it can be largely explained by the fact that the Jews have encouraged 
large families. <A large familv necessitates a more strenuous struggle for existence 
and soa higher form of fitness has been developed. Then there is the theory that 
the first one or two children are often not as effective physically and mentally. If 
the famby ik restricted to one or two the higher tvpe is not reached. If the Jews 
persist in having large families in contrast to the diminution in the size of families 
to be observed in other racial groups, a most noteworthy state of affairs will be 
produced. lam not certain, however, whether the fertility of the well-to-do Jews 
is fully maintained.” 

Prof. Pearson stated that- he had found among the orthodox foreign Jews a high 
state of social morality. The married state was well regarded and family life 
was looked upon with favour.

and the result is wholly imadequate as a means of determining whether 
it is race, school environment, or home influences, which mould the physique and 
mentality of the child. At the present moment a thorough medical inspection of 
the children of all ages in a homogeneous school froup of adequate size has not 
been made, and what is more, cannot be made owing to 
available. educational funds. A child mav_ go 
vears old until it is twelve’ or thirteen without any medical mspection 
at all. And this absence oi inspection of al/ ages .is practically 
fatal to any inquiry as to what has been the source of the defects found in the child 
of twelve or thirteen vears. We want at least one homogeneous greup of children 
of all ages most thoroughly inspected to act as a standard for work of this kind. 
For example, we know for the first time from this inspection the extent to 
which the dangerous flannelette is worn among primary school children. This 
knowledge is impossible unless a// children are examined, for the nature of the 
clothes worn varies with the age. Or again how can we study the prevalence of bad teeth 
and determine its causes, 1f we do not know the ages at which the teeth decay ? 
kK vesight is another case in point. It is Impossible, effectively, to test the eyes of 
very young children, the “entrants”; it is almost idle to test those of the ‘ leavers’ 
because the school has not any longer control overthem. The eves of school 
children ought to be tested annually ; only m_ this way can we ascertain the changes 
that are taking place and remedy them. It seems to me that one thorough inspec- 
tion of this kind would be of immense national service, but it will have to be 
conducted by funds provided voluntarily, as no such complete medical inspection of 
a school as I have sketched is possible under existing regulations as to ‘

If vou tind there is something wrong, is it vour duty to warn the community 
of the fact ? : 

Certainly, but we first warn the offender. and if he does not desist we with 
draw the licence. He is summoned to a meeting of the Beth Din and we announce 
to him that we propose withdrawing the heence. 

Supposing he does not come, then do you issue an Tssur, a decree of your 
court announcing that the meat sold, or prepared by, the offender is trifa? 

That is an absolute dutv which we dare not omit. The Chief Rabbi added 
that the matter was placed in the hands of the Investigating Officer, and he was 
obliged to take the necessary steps. 

Is one of the usual steps to advertise in the JEWISH CHRONICLE”? 

It is absolutely necessary, in addition to displaying leatlets in shops near 
to that of the offender. 

In reply to further questions, the CHIEF RABBI stated that he had never 
heard of Rabbi Gerber’s synagogue. He had certainly not been asked to certify it 
for marriage purposes. 

Asked by his LORDSHIP if he had power to dismiss any Rabbi, the CHIEF 
RABBI stated that happily such a contingency had not arisen, but if it did he would 
communicate with the congregation. who would. no doubt. take the necessary steps. 

The Chief Rabbi was still under examination when the Court adjourned. 


FRIDAY’S SITTING. 
THE CHIEF RABBI'S) EVIDENCE CONTINUED. 

The CHIEF RABBI continued his evidence on the resumption of the case 
on Friday. In reply to Mr. Henriques, he said that the Act of Parliament. 
$3rd and 34th Victoria, Chap. 116, confirmed a scheme of the Charity Com. 
missioners for the establishment of the United Synagogue, which was formed. 
amongst other things, with the object of providing Jewish places of worship 
and for the maintenance of the Chief Rabbi. There were other bodies which 
contributed, including the Federation in London and various provincial con- 
gregations, and congregations in the Colonies and Dependencies of the 
British Empire. In spiritual matters his jurisdiction was similar to that of 
the Chief Rabbi in France. The Jewish law was a living law. and so far as it was 
not contrary to the law of the land, was still administered as a religious law among 
professing Jews, There were two colleges for the teaching of that law in England 
——Jews’ College, London, and Aria College. Portsea. Jewish law was also taught 
at Oxford and Cambridge inter alia as part of the Hebrew curriculum. Jewish 
law was also studied in Rabbinical seminaries all over the Continent and in 
America. The University of Edenburg, in Moravia, was not known tohim. The 
Jewish law of Shechita was in print, and the ‘‘ Yoreh Deal” was the ritual code 
containing the laws derived from the Talmud and other ancient Rabbinical 
authorities. There was no translation of the ‘* Yoreh Deah”’ in English, neither was 
he aware of a translation in any European language. Excerps from the ** Yoreh 
Deah,” especially those relating to the slaughtering of animals. had been translated 
into German, French and other languages. Incorporated with it were also what were 
termed /Hagaos, comments, which had the same bindingeffect as the textitself. All the 
editions of the “ Yoreh Deah” were regarded as authoritative, but no Rabbi, 
deciding a question, would have recourse to a translation. but would go to the 
authoritative Hebrew text. He was quite certain no French Rabbi would attach 
the least shred of value to any translation, nor think that the omission of any 
portion would mean that the orthodox devoted Jews of France had not taken upon 
themselves obedience to every paragraph of the ‘‘ Yoreh Deah” applicable at the 
present day. He had never heard that even under the French Sanhedrin any 
portion was rejected. Of course the “ Yoreh Deah “ contained certain laws appli- 


— 


cable only to the Holy Land or to the time when the Jews would again be 
restored to the Holv Land. such as laws relating to the Years of 
Release, but with that exception the laws of the “Yoreh Deah” were 
all binding on orthodox Jews in France as in any other place. To make meat 
kosher there must be a Shochet who had an authorisation, or Kabala, from the 
Chief Rabbi and the Beth Din. That authorisafion had to be renewed from time 
to time. In small congregations where only a few beasts were killed. and 
where, therefore, the Shochet himself could exercise the necessary Supervision, a 
Shomer was not absolutely necessary, but in London and in other large towns a 
Shomer and sealer were indispensable. Meat killed by an unlicensed Shochet, and 
without the presence of a Shomer, was ritually unclean or trifa. A Minyan of 
ten persons did not constitute a congregation. In order to constitute a “ Kahal” on 
congregation, provision must be made for carrying out the religious duties. There 
must be a burial ground, or the nights of bunal, and they must have the right of 
solemnising marriages. Provision for the religious education of the children was a 
first dutv. and was indispensable. It would not be in accordance with Jewish 
usage for a Chevra or Minyan to set up its own Shechita where there was an 
established Board of Shechita and an acknowledged Chief Rabbi. The setting up 
of such a separate Shechita would be entirely contrary to Jewish law. A prohibi 
tion, or issur, issued by himself and the Beth Din took effect the moment it had been 
pronounced by the Beth Din. It would be communicated to the parti s implicated 
and would have to be advertised both in the Jewish Press and the local Press as 
well as by leafletsand placards. The passage in the * Yoreh Deah ” about 
decisions on what is prohibited or what is allowed,” was a technical term referring 
especially to matters involving Shechita. The “ Pithche-Teshuba”™ was a 
commentary of Rabbinical decisions made at various times and contained 
the following passage : “If the community has issued a prohibition that only a 
known Shochet shall act and another one has acted, it is the opinion of some 
authorities that that Shechita is forbidden.” Another authority to the same efiect

No, but it is quite as valid as the text. It runs: “It is the duty of the Beth 
Din to enquire and to investigate respecting the searchers and Shochetim to see 
that thev are competent, expert and trustworthy.” 

Mr. TOBIN: It is laid down in the gloss that the Rabbinical authority 1s to 
enquire as to who 1s competent, but that, of course, is to obtain greater security that 
the meat has been properly killed and 1s kosher”?

The gloss is equally binding, 
upon every Rabbi, and there is only a little difference in the printing, because it 
is a later authority. 

In the tive Books of Moses, there is nothing laying down such aduty upon a 
Rabbinical authority ? 

In Deuteronomy, seventeenth chapter, verse eight (which the Chief Rabbi 
proceeded to read). It is upon this that the Rabbis of the present day base their 
authority. 

These matters refer to quarrels between individual citizens ? 

No. According to our traditional law that refers also to matters of ritual and 
“between blood and blood” is held to refer to matters connected with ritual 
ordinance. It 1s also based upon the passage, “‘ And thou shalt slaughter as I have 
commanded thee,” and this is regarded as being connected. 1 am giving the 
Jewish interpretation. 

Will you show me your authority for saying that the Jewish legal interpreta. 
tion.of those words refers to matters of kosher? 

As I claim to be an exponent of Jewish law, I have the right to say that is the 
interpretation given. 

I am only asking what is your authority for saying that those words 
“ Between blood and blood, plea and plea,” etc., refer to matters of kosher ? 

I can refer to a passage in the Talmud on this, which states that these matters 
also come within the category of Deuteronomy xvii., 11. 

Will you point out the passage that constitutes your authority ? 

It isin the Talmud. Surely you do not wish that I should bring here all the 
books of the Talmud! It onght to be sufficient if here, on my oath, I solemnly 
declare that this is one of the passages upon which the Talmudical, the tradi- 
tional law claims that the Rabbis have the right to expound the law in accordance 
with tradition. 

His LORDSHIP (to Mr. Tobin): I do not. think it is reasonable to ask Dr. 
Adler to refer at every moment to his authority. You can, of course, if you like 
and if you are so advised, intimate that there is no such authority in the Talmud 
and then, before the case is over, possibly some assistant to Dr. Adler may find 
the passage. 

Answering further questionsfrom Mr. Tobin, the CHIEF RABBI said that already 
in the time of King John one read of a Chief Presbyter of the Jews. The 
Portuguese Jews were the first to return after the time of Cromwell and they had 
their own Rabbis. Later on, when the Jews came here from Holland and other 
parts, they elected their own Rabbis also. The first occasion of the existence of a 
Rabbi exercising jurisdiction over all congregations in’ England would be at the 
end of the eighteenth century. His (witness’s) exact title was ‘‘ Chief Rabbi of the 
United Hebrew Congregations of the British Empire.” That title was first used 
by his late father and predecessor, when he assumed office in 1845, although his 
father’s predecessor also exercised jurisdiction over the congregations in the United 
Kingdom and in the British Colonies and Dependencies. 

Mr. TOBIN: Are there a certain number of Jews in England, outside the 
Sephardim, who have never recognised your authority ? 

Your question would only apply to the members of the Reform Synagogue. 
They have a somewhat different ritual to the congregations over which I exercise

His LORDSHIP: Those synagogues might very likely go to the Chief Rabbi, 
but with regard to the synagogues that had Rabbis, why are we supposed ‘to pre- 
sume that those Rabbis did not license Shomerim ? 

I can only judge by what I have read and studied. 


I know that there was a 


Rabbi of the New Synagogue, but I have never heard that a Shochet obtained h.s 


kabala from that Rabbi, but he did so from the Chief Rabbi of the Great 
Svnagogue. 

Mr. TOBIN: Do you say that each of the three German synagogues in the city 
having by their Rabbi appointed a Shochet would have to go beyond their own 
Rabbis to someone above them to get his approval 4 

In all probability, but I will not presume to speak with fall certainty on that 
point. 

Then I must press you for some authority or some text-book that supports 
vour view. 

[ would say on this point that the answer which I gave, ‘‘ in all probability,” 
was because there were occasions on which it was necessary for the Chief Rabbi of 
the German Jews and the Haham to consult upon matters of Shechita, and I well 
remember that on those occasions the Chief Rabbi of the Great Synagogue sat with 
the Haham, but I have no record of the Rabbis of other synagugues having 
clone wy, 

At this point the Court adjourned for luncheon, 

On resuming the CHIEF RABBI again went into the witness box, and in reply 
to further questions from Mr. Tobin, said that in the provinces a retail butcher 
would require a licence to sell kosher meat and it would be given by the congrega 
tion or Board of Shechita of the town. In the provinces likewise, the Shochet 
must have a leence and that could only be given by the Chief Rabbi and the Beth 
Din. Jews in asmall village would obtain their supplies of kosher meat from the 
nearest congregation. The Board of Shechita dealt with poultry as well as meat. 
\ fow! killed by an orthodox Jew for his own consumption, provided he had a 


heence to do so from the Chief Rabbi. would be kosher. There were manv 
indivitinals who had that. permission, including the present Lord Swaythling. 


Witnedss’s attention having been directed to the passage in the “ Yoreh Deah ” in 
which\it is stated that any man may kill meat for his own consumption, the Chief 
Rabbi pxplained that that referred to former days, when all in the community 
were devout and trustworthy. At the present day, meat, however 
properly killed, was not deemed kosher unless killed by an authorised person.

Berkeley Street had never rejected the authority of the Beth Din and 
himself in the matter of Shechita. 

Replying to his Lordship, the CHIEF RABBI said: A body of Jews going toa 
#range colony would no doubt take a Rabbi or a licensed Shochet with them or 
they would try and get one from England or elsewhere. 

His LORDSHIP: While-they are trying and until they had sneceeded must they 
abstain from eating meat ” 

Those who are observant would do so but not naturally the great bulk. 

Suppose there is no Rabbi and no Shochet who has a Kabala, must the Jews 
abstain from eating meat till they got a Rabbi or a Shochet with a Kabala ? 

Undoubtedly. That would be their duty. I know of numerous instances 
where they have satisfied themselves with eating fish and abstained from meat. 

Do you say that if they did eat meat under those circumstances it would 
be trifa 

Certainly. It would not have been prepared by proper authority. 

Although it has been killed in the proper ritual manner with the proper 
pravers and the only impropriety, if any, is that it has not been killed by a proper 
Shochet, and there is not a proper Shochet obtainable, is that meat trifa? 

Certainly. It is trifa unless it has been prepared by a Shochet who knows 
the rules of Shechita and the rules of “ bedikah”—or searching—and 1s entirely 
competent. 

If it has been killed by a Shochet who knows the rules of Shechita and 1s 
competent, will the meat be trifa because that Shochet has not got his Kabala tn 
an out-of-the-way place in the colomes” 

To this I would gladly say “ Yes” or “No,” but whenever there is such a 
Shochet—that is my eXxperience—he always has a Kabala from some authorised 
Rabbi. | 

There are Shochetim who have had their Kabala and have had them taken away, 
as one of the witnesses in this case. I am assuminga man who is competent, pious, 
skilled. but who, in tact, has no Kabala, either because he has forgotten to renew 
it, or possibly because it has been taken away from him, and I am asking whether 
if out in, say, some part of British North America, there is a man who kills in the 
right way--whether he has been a professional Shochet or otherwise—-with the 
right prayers, but who has not got any Kabala, would that meat be trifa ” 

Technically, it would be. Still I would say that those people who partake of 
it surely do better and act more closely in accordance with the law than people 
who would eat meat killed by an ordinary butcher. 

What I am driving at is whether these are not all precautions and means of 
securing that the meat is properly killed—precautions not to be neglected and 
always to be used ? 

It is a condition sine quad non that the meat should be killed by a licensed 
Shochet where there is a Rabbi and the licence is obtainable. 

In reply to a question from one of the jurymen, the CHIEF RABBI said that 
the reason Friedner forfeited his Kabala was because he acted for a Butchers’ 
Association contrary to the Board of Shechita. He acted without a licence from the 
Board of Shechita, and counter to them in violation of the solemn pledge and

“THE JEW'S HARP.” (Mr. F. W. Galpin.) 

This instrument is mysterious both as to its name and its music. Fora 
discussion as to the sound-producing qualities of the instrument, the reader mav 
turn to pages 267-9 of F. W. Galpin’s “Old English Ingtruments of Music” 
(Methuen). “The notes obtainable depend on the natural series of sounds called 
Harmonics, which appear in the open tones of the trumpet or in the harmonic 
notes of the violin. In the metal vibrator of the Jew’s Harp they are all present 
in combination, but can be separately re-inforced by resonators of suitable size, 
which, m this case, are formed by altering the cavity of the mouth. If the vibrat- 
ing tongue is made of a different length and pitch, another series of harmonic notes 
can be obtained as in the trumpet (from which it takes one of its names), and so, 
by a multiplication of instruments, diatonic and chromatic melodies are possible.”

was called a Harp ‘‘ from the action of the finger in striking the vibrator.” Like 
other authorities, Mr. Galpin denies that the word “Jew’s” has any connection 
with the sons of Israel. Jaw's harp has been suggested, also the Dutch Jeugde- 
tromp (~ a child’s trumpet). Further, the French jeu has been proposed. On this 
the Oxford Dictionary remarks that the word “ was certainly Jews from the first 
(as early as 1545), suggestions that this was an alteration of jaws, or of F. jeu 
are baseless and inept.” The Dictionary adds that the attribution of the instrument 
to Jews occurs only in English, while Mr. Galpin asserts that the same fact is 
found in other languages (he cites the German Judenharfe). The Dictionary con- 
jectures that “ the instrument was actually made, sold, or sent to England by Jews 
or supposed to be so, or that it was attributed to them as a good commercial name, 
suggesting the trumps and harps of the Bible.” None of this is at all satisfactory.

The Anti-Alien Sentiment. 


The interesting volume on “ The Status of the Alien,” by M. W. Davidson, 
M.A., M.Sc., D.C.L. (John Ouseley, Ltd.), shows the very inveterate character of 
the “ foreign devil” idea, not only in England, but abroad. Those who may be 


foreign spirit, will be surprised to learn that the statute book has been simply 


littered with laws of this kind. Even the Alien Commission was only an old 
friend restored to life. There was an Alien Commission in the forties of the last 
century, Which, it is not astonishing to see, reported that “at present the whole 
law relating to alienage is neither remarkable for clearness nor uniformity.” We 


even find that the lack of uniformity in the regulations of the local authority and 
the difficulties attending their enforcement against aliens led to the appointment, as 
far back as 1621, of commissioners to dea! with the alien question. 

Side by side with the Acts and the Commissions, to be noticed the 
same sort of attitude towards fore igners as that characterises our modern 
anti-aliens. Thus:

The various Aliens Acts have frequently been almost comical in their ferocity. 
Thus the thirteenth vear of Richard Il. saw an enactment that no alien should 
trade without proof given that he would spend half the value of his merchancd 
here. In 1402, aliens were prohibited by Statute from carrying coin out of th, 
country as (#® proceeds of any sale, and by 8 Henry VI., c., 


| 


24 it - was declared 
“al for aliens to refuse payment in silver, as they had been in the habit of 
doing. During the reign of Plantagenet Kings and until the third Edward, ANY 
alien merchant was liable to be arrested for the debt of another, of whose existence 
even he may not have known and who might indeed belong to a different country. 
In the twelfth year of Charles Il. an Act was passed to prevent aliens, not natural- s 
ised or denizened, from exercising the calling of merchant or factor, also from es 
carrying goods from one port of England to another in their vessels. Not only, : 
says Dr. Davidson, has it been the policy of this country at various times to limit 
foreigners to the exercise of certain callings, but also limitations have been placed 


as to the persons with whom they might trade. ’ 
There was a certain amount of cunning in the anti-alien legislation, for, 
referring to an Act passed during the reign of Richard IIL., our author informs us L 
that “the policy of this Act was to limit the influx of aliens and to ensure that _ 
those who had come should teach Englishmen their trades.” In 1523. an Act was 3 
passed which “forbade an alien's employ er to have an alien apprentice, or more . 
than two’ allen journeymen, or to let them work in such a manner that natives 
could not learn the secrets of their trades.” , 


If there is nothing new about present anti-alien sentiment, there is nothing 
much fresher about the recent proposals for dealing with foreign crime. An act 
to prohibit the landing of alien criminals was passed as long ago as in the reign of 
Richard Il. Again, the Georgian Acts, 1793-1826, contained expulsion clauses, 
mere suspicion being considered a sufficient reason for expelling a foreigner; while 
“merely to be found within the realm after an expulsion order had been made, 
constituted a capital offence.’’ 

Further, passports are no new means of dealing withaliens. Under the Aliens 
Act 1836, aliens were required, among other things, to show their passports. 
“ Within six years abundant evidence had accumulated to show that the Act was 
either not applied at all or applied only carelessly.” As far back as 1793, the Aliens 
Act of that year established the system of passports for all aliens. <A passport had 
to be taken out. by aliens even if they wished to pass from one part of the Kingdom 
toanother. By an Act of 1803, again, to be at large in the United Kingdom with- 
out a licence was an indictable offence, punishable with one month's imprisonment. 
The same Act released the alien from the vexatious duty, previously imposed, of 
having toreport himself toan alien officer at stated intervals. This Act of 1836 was 


repealed by the Act of 1905, and, adds Dr. Davidson, “the passport system is 
finally abandoned.” 


Just as we have had passports so we have had the registration of foreigners. 
The Registration Act of 1836 repealed the Acts imposing this system, but itself 
soon became, to all intents and purposes, a dead letter, remaining nominally in 
force till 1905. 


Thus, it will be seen that the nation has already run the gamut of anti-alien 
proposals, 

One other point in regard to this valuahle book. It shows very clearly that 
from early times, Jews were very closely concerned with the anti-alien agitation. 
Thus, we are told, for instance, that “in the reign of Henry ILI. the national 
hatred of the alien being most prominent in the case of the Jew, it was enacted by 
Parliament that Jews, under penalty and forfeiture of goods, should only inhabit 
towns where formerly they were wont to reside, and then only with the King’s 
special licence.” 

It is neteworthy that Russia disclaims having special laws to regulate the 
admission or expulsion of aliens, but, says Dr. Davidson, in regard to the former, 
the passport system is still in force, and as for the latter, the conditions of life 
=— y imposed upon aliens have the practical effect of an undeniable centrifugal 
orce. 

The modern position of Russia with regard to the Jews, he points out, seems 
to resemble closely that of this country as far back as the thirteenth century.

IN DAYS THAT ARE PASSED 


PERU. 

Peru was occupied by the Spaniards early in the sixteenth century, and among 
the first of the Europeans to settle in that region were many Marrano refugees. 
Other immigrations of Marranos followed this early settlement and, despite the 
secrecy with which they wrapped around their religious beliefs, the activity of the 
Inquisition in that Spanish colony was fierce and many a Jew suffered martyrdom 
tits hands. Peru and its capital Lima were thus almost the first places of settle. 
ment for Jews on the American Continent. Nevertheless, it was not until half-a- 
century ago thata regular Jewish congregation was constituted in the capital of 
what had by then become a Republic. until the Peruvians had thrown 
the voke of Spain, religious tolerance was not only not to be expected, but not 
even to be conceived ; but yet another half-a-century had to pass before Judaism in 
eru was able to come out into the open. By that time the overwhelming majority, 
of the descendants of the original Marrano settlers, had been finally lost 
laism and Jewry.

THE GERMAN SYNAGOGUE, 

On Tuesday, the 17th of January last, the German Synagogue in Spital 
re had been im existence as a place of worship for just a quarter of-a century. 
pening ceremony Was performed by the present Chief Rabbi, then Delegate 
Chief Rabbi, and the late Lord Swaythling, then Mr. Samuel Montagu, M.P. 
\mong the others who took part in the ceremony were Dr. M. Friedlander, who 
had.for a brief period shortly after his settlement in this country, nearly half-a- 
century ago, been minister of the Congregation, and the Rev. A. E. Gordon, now 
of the Great Synagogue, who was the Reader in Spital Square twenty-five years 
During the generation which immediately preceded the removal to Spital 
the German Synagogue had been established in New Broad Street. It was 
then. and remamed afterwards, a synagogue in the broader sense, the centre of the 
cCcommuanitv which had grouped itself around it, not merely a house of prayer. As 
denoted, it drew its membership entirely from the German-speaking 
section of Anglo-Jewry, and it might have been fitly described as a German 
Club as well as a synagogue. At the time of the consecration of the 
present building the German Synagogue had just formed a treaty with the United 
Svnagogue regarding burial facilities. However, when the Federation of Syna- 
Cognes came into existence, the allegiance Was transferred to the new body, and as 
a constituent of that body the German Synagogue stands to-day, 


JAMAICA, 


According to the Jewish Chronicle Year Book the Jewish population of Jamaica 
now numbers 2.000. Thereare two synagogues in the island, both at Kingston, anda 
benevolentsociety and a burial society are the only communal institutions. If this 
statement is correct the Jewish population has declined by a sixth in the last nine 
years, for according to the census of 1901 there were then 2,400 Jews in the island. 
The Jewry of Jamaica has also fallen considerably in importance during the last cen- 
urv. At the general election of 1860, of the forty-seven members elected to the House 
of Assembly fourteen were members of the Jewish community, while at the same 
time another was appointed a life-member of the Upper House. In addition many 
other important offices in the island were held by Jews. Two were custodes of 
an office of considerable importance, many aldermen and justices, 
no less than eight of the latter having been recruited from the Jewish 
community of Kingston at the end of the same year. Jews were prominent in all 
the industries of the island, no less than ten of the members of Parliament being 
identified with agriculture (including sugar-planting). In 1849, the Legislature had 
actually adjourned over Yom Kippur out of consideration for the Jewish members, 
and the same vear a Jew, Dr. C. M. Morales, was elected Speaker. The decline 
of Jamaican Jewry was, however, rapid, and this was undoubtedly assisted by the 
lamentable indifference of the prosperous residents to the religious education of 
their children. The inevitable consequence has followed. The number of 
Jamaicans who derive from a Jewish ancestry is considerable; the professing 
Jews of the island are few, and are every year becoming less.

Asked by Counsel to state his authority for that, witness referred to several 
passages in the * Yoreh Deah” and in the Responses. 

The Court then adjourned till Tuesday. 


TUESDAY'S SITTING. 


On the resumption of the trial on Tuesday morning, Dayan HYAMSON again 
went ito the witness box, and further e\ idence from the Yoreh Deah “As 
to the ne essity fora butcher who sold kosher meat to have a licence. 

DAYAN FELDMAN’'S EVIDENCE. 

Davan FELDMAN, examined by Mr.-Duke, agreed with the evidence of the 
Chief Rabbi and Dayan Hyamson as to the practice by which Shechita is 
regulated in this country. 

~ Cross-examined by. Mr. Tobin, WITNESS said that even if an orthodox Jew, 
whose knife had been approved, killed his own fowl for himself in a proper manner, 
he did not think it would be kosher. The laws of Shechita were not specifically 
mentioned in the tive books of Moses. They were a Rabbinic development of later 
times. Probably the underlying reason of the development was security. Never- 
theless, it was a binding law. It was the universal practice amongst conforming 
Jews to have ik licensed Shochet. An orthodox Jew Was one who adhered Lo the 
laws of tradition. With regard to the passage in the ** Yoreh Deah,” the “ Pitke 
Tashuba” and other writers had removed any doubt. At the time the * Yoreh 
Deah” was published it was his impression that it was settled law that if another 
man killed then his Shecohita was prohibited. The expression used, the “ Opinion 
of some,” showed that the writer was not quite certain, but it had been made 
certain since, Each congregation or a synagogue could not set up a Kahal of its own. 

Re-examined by Mr. Duke, WITNESS said no opinion of a Rabbi appeared in 
the * Yoreh Deah” unless he was a Rabbi of authority. He could not say whether 
there was any Responsum in the * Yoreh Deah ” which was contrary to the text. 

THE REV. AVIGDOR CHAIKIN’S EVIDENCE, 

The Rev. AVIGDOR CHAIKIN, examined by Mr. Duke, said that he was chief 
minister of the Federation which included forty-five synagogues. Each synagogue 
had its own preacher, and the ministry included three Rabbis in addition to himself, 
They recognised the Chief Rabbi,.Dr. Hermann Adler, as their authority on 
ecclesiastical matters. He (witness) had been Rabbi of communities in Russia, in 
Sheffield and in London. In communities of observant Jews outside England, 
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authority was required for the appointment of Shochetim. In Russia they were 
appointed by the Beth Din, and, as far as he was aware, that was the universal 
practice among orthodox Jews. Where there was in a town a community with a 
Beth Din. another community could not be lawfully set up. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Tobin. witness stated that he was made Chief Rabbi 
of the Fe le ration nine vears aco The Federation first recognised the Chief Rabbi 
twentv-two vears aco Before was formed there were only seven or ten syria 
gogues, but the number had increased since. Before the Federation, those seven 
synagogues recocnised the ¢ hief Rabbi. 

EVIDENCE BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE SHECHITA BOARD. 

Mr. Josuvua M. LEVY was the next witness. Replving to Mr. Dake, he 
stated that he was President of the London Board of Shechita, in which office he 
sneceeded the late Lord Swavthling. He had been a member for the past nineteen 
vears and he was himself a member of the Sephardic Jews. In his time there had 
heen observing Jews who did not recognise the Board of Shechita, namely, the 
Machziké Hadass. but thev had now become incorporated. They had no Beth 
Din. but they selected their own Shochetim, whom thev thought competent. 

His LORDSHIP In vour view, were thes irreligions during the yx riod they 
ate meat killed bw their own Shochet ? 

Mr. LEVY I think I eould take refuge in the answer that Iam not a Rabbi. 

His LORDSHIP: It is a question you ne i not answer. bat if they were 


irreligious bv eating meat not killed by licensed Shochets, it does seem to me that 
the. ht at least to have expressed penitence and possibly to have gone through 


some form of penance hefore thev were admitted and bound up with vou. Hf they 


came in on eq im! terms and not as sinners receive j into the fold, then | should infer 
it was not sinful ? 


Mr. DUKE : I can show your Lordship what happened.

Replying to Mr. SHEARMAN, witness stated that it had always been the prac 
tice to insert the notices of prohibition in the Jewish Press as advertisements as 
the best means of reaching the community. Those papers circulated largely 
sh community, and were exclusively devoted to subjects interest- 

ing to Jews. 
Cross-examined by Mr. Tobin, witness admitted that those Jewish papers 
could be b ike an ordinary newspaper in shops or on a bookstall. xcept 
t, which had been entered mto, there was nothing to prevent the 
Sephardim from setting up a Board of Shechita of their own.

LVIDENCE OF THE INVESTIGATING OFFICER. 
Mr. SIMON MYERS, examined by Mr. Henriques, said that he was defendant 
in the present action, and had been Investigating Officer of the Board of Shechita 
since 1908 As such officer it was part of his duties to sign and publish the issur 
issued by the Chief Rabb. Mr. Solomon had a licence for some vears for the 


premises in Sidney Street, which was renewed annually. At the end of 1907, 
compia nts were received that some shops in that part of London were not kept 
in proper condition. He visited the premises in Siiney Street and found the 


place ina filthy state. He told Solomon that unless that was remedied the licence 
would not be renewed, and, as a matter of fact, it was taken away in January. 
1908. In 1910 he sent a request to Solomon to attend at the Beth Din on February 
Srad. Solomon did so, and informed them that he had that day assigned his shop 
to one named Hirsch, and that he (Solomon) was the manager. On November 
17th, at his (witness's) office, Solomon informed him that Hirsch had given him 
£15. On a later occasion, when he saw Solomon at the _ solicitor’s office, he 
repeated the statement. He had never seen the plaintiff until he saw him in 
Court the morning that action was commenced. Witness was about to make 
another statement when . 

Ilis LORDSHIP interposed, and said that as the witness Mvers had pleaded 
privilege and justification, if the jury thought it was right to say the meat was 
trifa because it was not killed by a duly-licensed Shochet he must succeed. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Tobin, witness said that a list of licensed retail 
butchers was sent round to each synagogue annually, and he believed it was 
displayed in the entrance-halls. 

Mr. TOBIN: If it is sufficient to indicate by notice in the porch of a syna- 
gogue -who are licensed retailers, is it not sufficient for those who are not? 

Mr. MYERS: Naturally, those not appearing on the notice would be 
unlicensed. 


His LORDSHIP : If they thought it a serious matter they would take all 
steps. 

Replying to further questions from Mr. Tobin, witness said that the more 
carcases killed under the authority or licence of the Board the greater were the 
funds which came tothe Board. There was a little disturbance consequent on a 
difference between the retailers and the wholesale butchers, but he was not 
annoyed at it because it was not a personal matter. He did not see the notice 


that the Sidney Street shop was under the authority of Rabbi Gerber in the shop 
window, but a copy of it had been sent to him at his office. 


DAYAN HYAMSON RE-CALLED. 


Dayan HYAMSON was recalled and quoted further extracts from the “ Yoreh 
Deah” and the “ Zibché Ratzin,” in support of his previous evidence. 
Before the Machziké Hadass was admitted into the general body of Jews, the 
Shochetim came to the Beth Din and expressed their regret. They promised they 
would not kill again without the authority of the Chief Rabbi and the Beth Din. 
Their knives were re-examined and the Shochetim themselves were examined in 
the laws of Shechita, and the services of one was dispensed with, as it was found 
that he no longer possessed the necessary skill. The Beth Din had never 
summoned laymen before it in respect of the eating of trifa. 

The Court then adjourned for luncheon. 


On re-assembling, Mr. WIMBORNE went into the witness-box and gave a trans- 
eed of the passage in the “ Yoreh Deah” which had been put to the Chief 
l. 


_— was closely pressed by Mr. Duke as to the translation of some of the 
words. 

_ A legal argument then ensued between his Lordship and Counsel as to the 
points to be put to the jury, in the course of which his Lordship pointed out that 
if it was right for the ecclesiastical authorities to communicate that class of notice 
to the faithful, and the newspaper was a reasonable and proper way of doing so, 


then the privilege of the newspaper ought be as large as that of the ecclesiastical 
authorities. 


Mr. TOBIN argued that if the publication had been too extensive then privilege 
did not come in. 


DUKE'S ADDRESS, 


Mr. DUKE then addressed the jury on behalf of thedefendant Myers. He said 
that the case as it now stood before them had a totally different complexion than when 
first presented to them. They had heard that for a branch of the business which 
was said to bring in £4 or £5 a week the plaintiff Hirsch had paid £200. That 
gave to the claim a semblance of substance which they now knew it was not 
entitled to. Hirsch stated that he drew £50 from the savings’ bank and had the 
balance by him. They now knew that the sum withdrawn at the time of the 
alleged purchase of the partnership\nterest was £12 or £13. That was a test of 
the veracity of Mr. Hirsch which theX\\were bound to apply. The question whether 
observant Jews could be permitted by t 


- laws of this country to protect themselves 
from encroachments and infringements o their rules in respect to matters which 
they regarded as sacred depended upon Whether they permitted persons to come 
upon the scene, as the plaintiff and his friend had done, and set up these little 
establishments contrary to the regulations which the general body of Jews accepted. 
Here was a body of men desiring. at eve rv inconvenience to themselves, to observe 
the tenets of their religion, to be faithful to the laws which they regarded as having 
been handed down to them, and an attempt was made by persons who were 
indifferent to those things to derive a profit out of the strictness of the observance 
of the Jews at the same time that the regulations upon which that strictness 
depended and in which its security lav, were despised and set at naught. If 
the jury were of Opinion that what had been done by the defendants was done with 
the honest motive of protecting the great body of observant JewS from such a 
design, it would be their duty to return a verdict for the defendant. 
THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE ” AND ANOTHER PAPER. 

Mr. SHEARMAN, for the JEWISH CHRONICLE and the other paper sued, said it 
should not have been necessary to have brought his clients into the case at-all. 
The newspapers with all their contents and scope were addressed to a Jewish 
public, and if the jurv believed that it was proper for the notice to have been issued 
for the protection of the Jewish public, then the only way in which the Jewish 
community could be reached would be through such papers. Mr. Myers and the 
Shechita Board put the advertisements in the newspapers because it was the prope r 
method of communicating religious and ecclesiastical inf 


formation to the Jewish 
community. The other side must not sav that the action of the defendants was an 
attempt to bring into line a 


genuine independent body with strong religious behefs. 
It had not an independent religious belief at all, but was merely devised to get a 
licence for a Shochet. The Jews were not living in their own country, and they 
had to live in accordance with the laws of the country in which they took up their 
residence. Consequently they had to see that their law was progressive, and like wise 
men apphed the old law to new conditions. 

The Court adjourned at the conclusion of Mr. Shearman’s speech. 

WEDNESDAY'S HEARING. 
Mr. TOBIN’S REPLY FOR THE PLAINTIFF. 

Mr. TOBIN, in his reply for the plaintiff, commented on the difficulties of the 
cast, and saul that atl parties had endeavoured to treat religious questions with 
becoming respect. He would not deal with the question of the price paid for the 
plaintiff's business, which merely affected the question of damages. There was a 
solid rock on which the plaintiff based his case, and that was that there was no 
attack on the meat sold by the plaintiff, except for the reason that it was not 
licenced by the Board of Shechita. There was no suggestion that the meat was 
not properly killed and in proper condition. That was a vital point in the case, 
because the premises of the plaintiff were being closely watched at the time the 
libel was published. There had been no attempt by the plaintiff to deceive his 
customers as to what he Wits doing. There was no vetting away from the fact 
that the plaintiff had suffered considerable damage by the publication 


of the libel, and, addition, if the jury held that the notice 


was a libel, the plaintiff was entitled to extra damages by reason of the contempt ° 


to which he was held up in the eves of his fellow Jews by the notice in question. 
There was no doubt there were two views as to the prerogative of a Rabbi. He 
emphasised the fact that the Board of Shechita employed two forms of notice, to 
the milder form of which it would have been difficult to raise objection. The 
milder notice would have been ample warning to the observant Jew. 

His LORDSHIP pointed out that the milder form was used in quite different 
circurmstances. 

Mr. ‘TOBIN said that did not affect the question as to whether the severer 
form was necessary or not. The notice issued was in the nature of a Papal bull 
and gave no reason for the decision. ‘There were three questions he proposed to 
put to the jury, any one of which would be sufficient for the success of his clients’ 
case. One was that there was. no need for the meat to be killed by a licensed 
person to make the meat kosher. Even if that were not so, the second point was 
that there was a properly authorised person in this case and that the extra licence 
of the Board of Shechita was not required. The third point was that even if the 
licence of the Board of Shechita was required then the notice was too severe and too 
extensively published for the needs of the case. He reviewed the evidence bearing 
on these points, and urged the jury to hold that there was no law which compelled 
a Shochet to holda licence. On the second point be contended that Friedner was 
a competent Shochet and Gerber was a Rabbi with the proper qualifications. There 
was evidence that the New Hebrew Congregation was a proper congregation and 
there could be more than one congregation in a town. 

His LORDSHIP pointed out that the witness Blitz, who had given evidence on 
this point, had been very uncertain, and his testimony did not count for much. 

Mr. TOBIN went on to quote from the dictum of Chatam Sofer to the effect 
that Rabbis may give decisions even though there is an established Rabbi in the 
town. 

Mr. HENRIQUES read a different translation of the passage quoted. 

Mr. TOBIN went on to deal with the authority of the Board of Shechita, and 
said that no-one would question the good faith of the Beth Din and the Board, but 
there was no proof of their having any binding authority. They were merely a 
voluntary association exercising jurisdiction over those who consented to accept it. 
There were Jews in England—a minority, of course—who did not accept Dr. 
Adler’s authority. The whole case came to this: that Dr. Adler wanted to get all 
people within his fold. He proceeded to deal with the question of privilege. He 
contended that the publication was too extensive. The papers were in English, 
and sold in the shops. He asked the jury to hold that the publication was not 
proper. He urgedthatthe defendant Myers was actuated by malice as officer of 
the Shechita Board. 

Mr. HENRIQUES said that this had never been put to the defendant Myers. 

Mr. TOBIN said he had put it to him that he bore ill-will against the plaintiff, 
and he replied “ not personally.” . 

His LORDSHIP said he did not see how Mr. Myers’s mind could be divided into 
parts. 

Mr. TOBIN said that it was quite natural that Mr. Myers should feel some 


resentment against a recalcitrant butcher. After a few further observations, Mr. 
Tobin brought his address to a close. 


HIS LORDSHIP’S SUMMING UP. 
His LORDSHIP then addressed the jury. He said that it had been a very long

AUNTIE’S CHAT. 


Once again we read the portion containing the Ten 
Commandments, that code of our Law which contains 
within itself all the duties, the fulfilment of which make 
a‘man happy and blessed in this world, and worthy of 
reward in the world to come. 

Last week I told you one story of Solomon’s 
wisdom ; would you like to hear to-day another, which 
deals with the fifth of these great precepts—the precept 
which stands nearest to you in its appeal to all that is 
best and noblest in your natures? 

In the days of King David there lived in Jerusalem 
a wealthy man called Ezar. He had an only son, whom 
he sent away into the country on a matter of business, 
and while he was absent, Ezar became very ill, and the 
physicians warned him that his end was near. So he 
sent for the steward of his house named Cozbi, and gave 
him, tn trust for his son, all his affairs, begging him to 
look carefully to the welfare of his mistress and her 
daughters, and to keep all safe and in good order for the 
return of his son. Then, to the great grief of his dear 
ones, he died. But as soon as his master was dead, 
Cozbi took possession of all his property and cruelly ill- 
treated his late mistress and her daughters, driving 

them, starving, away from their homes 

All this time nothing had been heard of the son who 
had been detained by many adventures and lack of 
means, but at last, after years had passed, he ‘ 
returned, and was indeed indignant to find his mother 
and sisters starving, while the steward enjoyed the pos- 
sessions of his father. 


A Vain Attempt. 


He went to Cozbi and demanded ‘his property back. 
But Cozbi told him that he had lost his senses and that 
the possessions were hisown. Then Ben Ezar went to 
the judges and told them of the wrong that Cozbi had 
done. The judges at once summoned Cozbi before 
their tribunal to be judged, but Cozbi had bribed false 
witnesses, who appeared on his behalf, and who swore 
that Cozbi was himself the son of Ezar, and as such had 
inherited the property. Then said the judges “ Let Ben 
Ezar bring his witnesses to prove that what he has said 
is true, and that he is the rightful son of the dead 
man.
